H ie Senatorial ’Straggle at Albany. 
Albany, June 8th.—In the Joint Conven­ 
tion to-day Lieutenant-Governor Hoskins 
was in the chair for the first timo since the 
meeting of the Convention. 
The'Convention proceeded to vote to fill 
the vacancy iu the United States Senate for 
the short term. The vote stood : Jacobs 50, 
Conkling 34, Rogers 15. Bradley 1, Wheeler 
21, Cornell 19, Fulger 1, Lapham 9, Tremaine 
2. Harris 1, Crowley 1, Dutcher 1. 
CHANGE OF BASF- 
When the name of C. H. Ru-eell was 
called, he said that en each vote be had thus 
far voted for the return of the late distin­ 
guished Senators. They were my choice, 
and my judgment at that time led me to give 
thorn my support. Nut desiring to make sny 
dislinction between these two gentlemen I 
regarded Conkling as my ideal Senator. I 
have, however, just returned from my con­ 
stituents, and am convinced, by such evi­ 
dence as should satisfy any fair-minded per­ 
son, that nine-tenths of the Republicans 
there are opposed to the return of the late 
Senators. I have a duty to perform to the 
Republicans who sent me here, and that is 
to give voice to their sentiments, and I there­ 
fore vote for Cornell. 
The Convention then proceeded to vote for 
a successor to Platt, and the followiug i« the 
result: Platt 29, Kern an 51, Depew 51, Lap- 
ham 4, Cornell 10, Fulger 4, Tremaine 1, B. 
F. Tracy 1, Crowley 4. 
There being no choice, the Convention ad­ 
journed. 
ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION LAID OVER. 
A lbany, Jane 8th —The Senate concur­ 
rent resolution fur a sine die adjournment to 
the 10:h instant was laid over in the A - 
sembly. 
conkling’s c h ief afflictio n. 
C hicaoo, June 8th.—The Tribune's edi­ 
torial says: Not the least affliction put upon 
the late Senator Conkling in these trying 
times is the affectionate sympathy and sup- 
pqrs of Tcm Brady’s Washington star route 
organ and his imported merino editor, George 
C. Gorham, formerly of California, and later 
of nowhere. Mr. Gorham is a political Ish- 
maelite, who was read out of his party at 
home, and who was declared by hundreds of 
Republican clubs in California last year to be 
no Republican. It is well known that the 
support of ConkÜDg by the merino editor and 
the star route proprietor is entirely due to 
the investigations now going on in the Post­ 
office Department. The support of these de­ 
lectable persons might have been purchased 
at any time by stopping the star route prose­ 
cutions, and every gun in their arsenal could 
be spiked to morrow by the judicious distri­ 
bution of a dozer, pardons for criminal 
offenses sigDed in blank. 
AI.LLSED VIEWS OF THE PRESIDENT. 
New York, June 8th.—The Tribune's Al- 
hany special seys : Some singular stories are 
floating around. It is stated that the Presi­ 
dent has written a carefully prepared letter 
to a prominent anti-C- nkling citizen in Al­ 
bany, in which he depreciates the use of the 
New Voik Custom-house for cr against tho 
interest cf any faction. Ho says be appre­ 
ciated the friendly feeling which prompts the 
Collector and his friends to desire to send to 
the United States Senate from New York 
representatives who are warmly and entirely 
in sympathy with the Administration, but 
does not deem it necessary to make this an 
issue, since he or.iy asks the support of Re­ 
publicans, ard he believes Conkling aud 
Piatt to bs true Republicans, who have noth­ 
ing against him except the matter of the 
Co!lector^hip, which ia now settled and a 
thing of the past. Especially he deems it 
inexpedient to raise an Administration and 
anti-Ad ministration issue in a scrambling 
figlif, where a protracted struggle cr a 
forced compromise might tend to in­ 
jure the Administration cs much as a 
signal defeat. 
Ke offers a sugges­ 
tion that it would be both more dignified and 
advantageous to the Administration men to 
give way and return Conk’.icg aud Piatt than 
to engage in a protracted struggle, without 
beir.g then able to agree upon two distinct 
opposition candidates of the party and Ad­ 
ministration. The President thinks we htve 
more at stake and mure to lose iu this couUst 
than in any individual fight for years. It is 
reported that Garfield’s letter is a very strong 
one. and has been shown to a select tew in 
the Administration ranks. 
DANGEROUS PROPOSITION. 
Chicago, -I une Sth.—Toe Tribune's New 
York special says : Conkling gave it out lost 
evening, is he hastily rushed off to catch the 
train iu reply t > a telegram, that a concen­ 
tration of votes was highly dangerous to his 
plan of forcing an adjournment. 
The Mormon (iKctllan. 
N ew Y ork, .rune 8th —The firm attitude 
which Gaifield has assumed regarding the 
suppression of the polygamous practices in 
Utah has created widespread interest as to 
the measures to be adopted to that end, and 
also as to how tbe Mormon people will act 
if au aggressive policy is determined upon. 
In view of this, a Herald reporter had a 
joint interview with Bishop Alexander C. 
Piper and Elder James H. Hart, of the Mor­ 
mon Church, in the Grand Central Hotel, 
last evening. Hart is a member of the Ter­ 
ritorial Legislature of Idaho. 
Both gentlemen were in exceedingly good 
spirits, and talked about poivgnrny enthusi­ 
astically. A copy of the revised edition of 
the New Testament and one of the old Bible 
were the only books visible in the room. 
Piper is a police magistrate in Salt Lake City. 
POLVOAMT STRENUOUSLY UPHELD. 
Hart said: “ Our people hava confidence 
that Garfield intends to confine himself to the 
law in dealing with us, and we are satisfied 
that under the law we ean vindicate onr 
cause. The Mormon Chnrch upholds polyg­ 
amy as strong as ever. It is still a tenet of 
our Churrh which we preach and advocate 
everywhere. We hold it as a religious prin­ 
ciple, and whatever influence the laws and 
existing circumstances may have upon its 
practical adoption, our belief will remain un­ 
changed. The law prohibits murder, yet it 
cannot prevent i t ; so the law may proscribe 
polygamy, and still be powerless to sweep it 
away. In Utah the Church will not come to 
the front and acknowledge a crime. Each 
individual must be personally responsible for 
his own acts in the future. The Supreme 
Court of the United States has decided that 
the law prohibiting polygamy is constitu­ 
tional. We accept that decision as the law 
of the land." 
A PERTINENT QUERT—MORE ABOUT PLURAL 
MARRIAGES. 
"Then, why,” said the reporter, “ does 
your church advocate the commission of a 
crime a* a religious doctrine ? 
“ We do not think it is wrong, but we yield 
to superior force and numbers.” Polygamy 
is not practiced to as great an extent as most 
people suppose. I presume that not more 
than 7 per cent, of the Mormon males have 
more than one wife each. Among young 
people the practice of polygamy is not so 
popular as it once was. The trouble is that 
a young man nowadays hesitates eomo time 
before he assumes the responsibility of marry­ 
ing more than one wife. It is an adventur­ 
ous _ undertaking to provide for numerous 
families, and one which has discouraged our 
young men considerably. You would be sur­ 
prised to know that iu Utah there are 10 per 
cent, less women than men.” 
“ Yes!” said the reporter. 
THH ADVICE OF THE UTAH BISHOP. 
Bishop Piper said: “ Before I came away 
from Salt (Lake I advised all tbe young me : 


there to marry up all the young women, and 
thus settle up the polygamy question, for 
there would not bo anybody left for those 
already married. The fact is that women arc 
so scarce that I often quiz the youcg men iv 
rnv district by saying that I must send them 
to New York for wives. 
TROUBLES WITH TUB GOVERNORS—THE LAST 
ELECTION. 
" In Utah we have, as the local governing 
power, the Legislatura and the Governor. 
The litter is not elected, but is appointed by 
the President. He possesses the extraordi­ 
nary power of final veto upon auy acts of the 
Legislature, There is uo appeal frcra his de­ 
cision. Now, the Governor is generally se­ 
lected from some ene of the States ; and hav­ 
ing no landed interest or permanent residence 
in the Territory, ho has nothing in common 
with the people, who are compelled to submit 
to his absolute dictation. 
Tho Governor 
comes, as a rule, with his principles con­ 
tracted in a Christian community, and gener­ 
ally vetoes any measures passed in the inter­ 
ests of the people. The result of the last 
election shows how unjust this is, and how 
only a Mormon representative can do justice 
to large masses of the jteople. In the contest 
over the election of a Territorial Delegate to 
Congress in November, the Democrats and 
the Republicans were united against the 
Mormons, as they alway* are. Our party is 
called the People’s party. The opposition 
polled 13 000 votes for their candidate, while 
our nominee was elected, receiving 18,000 
votes. This will serve to illustrate the pre­ 
ponderance of the Mormon interests, and is 
tbe strongest possible argument in favor of 
letting ua have the power of regulating our 
own local affairs. 
ANXIOUS TO ENTER THE UNION. 
“ Utah will nevergive up her effort to enter 
the Union. The United States officials keep 
np a constant war upon us. Why? We 
have stood ten times as much from thsse offi­ 
cers as any other community would without 
striking back. But there is one thing which 
Americans need never fear, we cannot be 
tempted to act as the Southerners did at Fort 
Sumter. Although the Republic treats us 
badly, still we love its flag, respect its laws 
aud will fight for its principles. 
THE ANTI MORMON FEELING. 
“ People in tho country surrounding us seem 
to feel bitterly towards the Mormons. I don’t 
know why. Oar men are manly and onr 
women are virtuous. The Mormon married 
gentlemen do not do as married men in the 
refined East, deceive a woman and then 
throw her and her child upon the world, to 
starve or live a life of ehame. He has the 
ctfuragc and honor to give that woman his 
name, to assume the responsibility of provid­ 
ing for her and her children, and give her a 
happy homo.” 
BEECHER, TAUIAGE AND INGKRSOLL. 
Piper said that Beecher was greatly ad­ 
mire 1 by tho Mormon people. After lectur­ 
ing there he left a good impression. T ey 
are not enthusiastic about Talmage, whose 
style they regard as too jerky and harsh. 
" It is strange,” said he, "that with such 
liberal men among them, Christians should 
be eo intolerant and bigoted. 1 don’t wonder 
that this age produces men like Colonel Iu- 
gersoll aud Thomas Paine, for I think I 
would have been an inti del mjsiif if I had 
not become a Mormon.” 
Oblo Urpnbllran State Convention-X.nu- 
Inutious— grnnlor Sherman’* Sprrrh • 
Pinllbrui Adopted. 
C leveland, .Tune 8:h.—The Republican 
State Convention met this morning, with A. 
W. Jones as Chairman. 
Senator Sherman was chosen permanent 
President. 
Foster was renominated for Governor by 
acclamation, and J. G. Richards, of Jeffer­ 
son county, was nominated for Lieutenant- 
Governor. 
Sherman, in thanking the Convention for 
the honor dor.e him, said that Governor Fos­ 
ter is entitled to renomioation and would be 
elected triumphantly. Hit able aud earnest 
canvass two years ago laid the foundation for 
the great victory which culminated iu the 
election of Garfield as President. He referred 
to the cosmopolitan character of Ohio’s 
population, and said it represented the wholo 
country. Tee pla.form of the Republican 
party is what it has always been for twenty 
five years. [Cheers.] He proceeded to briefly 
sketch its great achievements ia the past, ami 
said it intends to advance the public credit 
still further, pay off the public debt more 
rapidly, and protect every citizen in his 
rights, cost what it may. 
Ho believed 
President Garfield’s statement in his in­ 
augural, that all the powers he com­ 
mands will be used for this purpose. The 
times are suspicious for this great object of 
the Republican party. The bitterness in the 
South is subsiding; the freedmen are grad­ 
ually acquiring property ; strong, independ­ 
ent friends are epringirg up around them, 
who will stand by tbe flsg and the cause of 
human rights. He depicted iu glowing terms 
the future of this fifty mililena of freemen in 
thij country. We have no room f r a lender 
who commands aud dictates. [G.eat ap­ 
plause.] We have a great people iu Ohio. 
There has never been and never will be room 
for a dictator or a boss. The man who 
attempts to command had better aiake lis will 
beforehand. [Applause.] He contrratnlated 
them on the auspicious opening of Gaifi.ld’s 
administration. We knew office-seeking is a 
proper pursuit of mankind [daughter], and 
although places are scarce we get along on 
the whole comfortably. The wise financial 
policy cf the last Administration has been 
carried cut arid supplemented, lie paid the 
highest eompllment to Secretary Wirulom for 
his skillful judgment in this matter, but took 
the edge of it off by remarking that he was 
an Ohio boy. The ueut wlii:h frightened 
brave men fifteen year.s ago has melted away 
like snow before the Eummer sun. 
Senator Sherman concluded: 1 believe 
I cau sac, in advance ot the resolution that 
will be offered, that General Garfield has the 
emphatic approval of the Republicans of 
Ohio in the course he has pursued thus far. 
[Applause ] Let him fuiiuer advance the 
public credit; let him punish all who do 
w rong; let him give us an administration 
pure, simple and republican, worthy of a 
nation like ours, and we will send him our 
approval twice over again. But, my cjur.trv- 
iren, we have somett.ing to do iu this task. 
We have got to ern¡diarize our approval by 
indorsing this Administration in the election 
of a Republican ticket this fall. This it no 
child’s play, as we know. The Republican 
party has a powerful adversary. This being 
so. we dare not do anything wrong. They 
will push us off cur starts if we do not 
behave ourselves, and that is the only use I 
know of for the Democratic party." Let us, 
ther, do our party work as the Republicans 
cf Ohio know how to work, and victory will 
perch upon cur banners. 
The platfsrm adopted heartily approves 
and indorses the Administration, and pledges 
the President a cordial support in all his du­ 
ties ; indorses the policy of the party in the 
protection of American labor and discrim­ 
inating in favor of tin home producer; in­ 
dorses Foster’s administration ; the question 
of the regulation of the liquor traffic should 
be submitted to the people in the form of 
constitutional amendments that shall rele­ 
gate it to localities.

THE UNIVERSITY REVOLUTION. 


The Reqent? have carried out the pro­ 
gramme of the Advisory Committee, with 
one exception. They accepted the resig­ 
nation of Le Conte as l’resident of the 
University, but they have not yet declared 
the Chair of Physic3 vacant. Perhaps 
they thought that this would be to declare 
somewhat too plainly the nature of their 
animus, though there can be little doubt 
that the original intention, which was to 
get rid of Professor Le Conte altogether, 
has been merely shelved temporarily. Pro­ 
fessor Welcker also has been removed, 
after a controversy the character of which 
appears to have been most unfortunate. 
The majority of 
the Regents made a 
serious blunder at the outset by 
refusing to admit the press. It was the 
more serious because the press never­ 
theless obtained full reports of the pro­ 
ceedings, and because these reports showed 
very plainly why it had been sought to 
exclude the reporters. The contest in the 
Board was substantially a partisan contest. 
The Republicans voted almost solidly for 
the removal of Le Conte and Welcker, and 
the Democrats voted solidly for their re­ 
tention. The Republicans who had planned 
the revolution refused to give any adequate 
reasons for the changes they proposed ; and 
tliis was the worst and most significant 
feature of the occasion. It has been al­ 
leged that Messrs. Le Conte and Welcker 
have proclaimed their sympathy with se­ 
cession. Thi3 is the justification which 
some “ stalwart” Republicans allege for 
their removal. No doubt if Professors Le 
Conte Rnd Welcker did this they were 
very foolish. So they would have been had 
they proclaimed tbeir belief in the geocen­ 
tric theory, or in witchcraft. But unless 
these fantastic faiths interfered directly 
with their usefulness as teach rs, it mat­ 
tered very little what they believed. No 
sane ir.aa in these days thinks that a be­ 
lief in secession has any political or 
other significance. The whole subject is 
obsolete and outgrown. But if the Board 
of Regents thought otherwise ; if it held 
that it was hound to take notice of such 
follies as these Professors are charged with; 
there can be no question that it ought to 
have made its indictments in a manly, 
frank and open way, and have called upon 
the accused for their defense. 
It is the 
secrecy and underhandelness of its pro­ 
ceedings, quite as much as anything else, 
that give color to the damaging reports 
now in circulation. The Regents have 
acted most injudiciously, and as regards 
Messrs. Le Conte snd Welcker most un­ 
fairly. 
And whatever may be said in 
defense of their coarse the belief that 
partirán politics are controlling them 
will obtain among the people, and will 
prejudice the intorests of the University 
greatly.__________ _ ____________ 
NOT A POLITICIAN. 


San Francisco’s Mayor has been amusing 
himself with the easy credality of the good 
people of Rockland, Maine. He preached 
there last Snnday, and among other re­ 
markable statements he then made was 
one to the effect that “ he went out of 
“ business and politics in Kansas, and has 
“ not gone into either since.” “ He was 
“ not,” he said, “ engaged in p>olitic3 in 
“ Sau Francisco; he was a minister still.” 
The idea of Mr. Kallocli’s retirement from 
politics, and of his posing as a purely evan­ 
gelical character, is very refreshing. Toe 
statement however will certainly bo near 
to the people of San Francisco, and we 
should think it calculated to slightly be­ 
wilder even those pachydermatous folks 
who have accepted him as their spiritual 
guide and teacher. The story of Ananias 
and Sappbira has not been expunged from 
the revised New Testament, as would 
eeem to be Mr. Kalloch’s present delusion, 
and it appears scarcely worth his while to 
pnt himself deliberately on record oa an 
emulator of that worthy couple, for the 
sake of hoaxing a strange congregation. 
This may be Mr. Kalloch’s notion of a 
practical joke, but it is certainly not re­ 
spectful to his cloth. 


We ha jte published the views of several 
engine ¿rs and other citizens familiar with 
leve d building, upon the proposed plans to 
be. submitted to the t&xpiyers on the 15th 
instant. Our readers have doubtless ob­ 
served that among all these practical men 
there has been but oue opinion in regard 
to the proposition to face the north levee 
with cobble stones at an estimated expense 
of §100,000. The verdict of engineering 
science is decidedly’ against that plan, and 
as it is certainly improbable that more 
authoritative expressions on the subject 
can be advanced, the rational conclusion is 
that so much of the schemes of the Trus­ 
tees ought to fce voted down. The fact is 
that this notion of piling cobble stones on 
the outer face of the ieveesappears tobe lit­ 
tle more than an attempt to Boothe the fears 
of those who are contented with an appear­ 
ance of security, aud do not care to inquire 
whether it is real or not. Now the engi­ 
neers all agree that these cobble stone9, put 
cn in the way proposed, could not add any­ 
thing to the strength of the levees. They 
say also that if the levee is to be faced 
with Btone in the only effective way, it 
will cost twice or three times as much as 
the Trustees have estimated. And they 
point out that there are certain real dan 
gers to the levees which urgently demand 
attention, but which will not he met at all 
by the cobble-stone plan. It is clear that 
the expenditure of §100,000 upon an un­ 
necessary and illusive work would be a 
mere waste of the public money, and there 
are so many calb for that money for se­ 
rious and pressing purposes that the com­ 
munity cannot afford to squander it upon 
doubtful experiments. 
It has been shown that the most serious 
danger to the north levee arises from the 
presence of quicksands under it at certain 
point3—one beyond the Agricultural l’ark, 
and another further out. 
Now these 
points of weakness gauge the actual 
strength of our entire levee system, on 
the mathematical principle that nothing is 
stronger than its weakest point. 
There 
is, so long as these quicksauds are urn 
filled, always the Dossibility that the cur 
rent, at high water, may work in under 
the levee, undermine it, and cause it to 
disappear ; and it is clear that the only re 
suit of putting more weight on the levee, 
in the form of cobble-stones, would be to 
make it sink quicker under such circum­ 
stances. It has been suggested that these 
quicksands may be prevented from doinf* 
mischief by building spur-dams, or levees, 
to deflect the current from their vicinity. 
That plan, however, is at best only a pal­ 
liative, and since the prosperity of .Sacra­ 
mento practically depends upon the secu­ 
rity of the levees, we ought to be content 
with nothing less than the complete re­ 
moval of all such sources of danger. It is 
not enough to neutralize the quicksands. 
They must be destroyed. And every dol­ 
lar spent upon this work will be money well 
expended, whereas every dollar put upon 
the cobble-stone plan will, if the engineers 
understand their profession, be money 
thrown away. 
But it will not require any large expendi­ 
ture to remove these quicksands. At the 
mo3t liberal estimate we presume that 
§20,000 would suffice to put in the strong­ 
est kind of sheet piling wherever there is 
any danger, or even to dig ditche3 down 
t) the bed of the quicksands, and fill them 
up solidly. Whatever the cost, however, 
this is a work which requires to be done, 
and which ought to be done this summer, 
and it is to be regretted that the Trustees 
did not submit an estimate for it, instead 
of for the extravagant and futile scheme of 
facing the levees with cobble-stones. As 
regards the proposal to raise and increase 
the width of the levees, we are decidedly 
of opinion that this ought to he indorsed 
by the voters. It may he, as some of the 
engineers intimate, that the levees in 
many _parts are quite strong and high 
enough now. But it is certain that since 
the levees really indicate the condition of 
public confidence in the future of Sacra­ 
mento, they will not he high or strong 
enough until they arc altogether beyond 
suspicion. The addition of four feet to 
the levees will involve the addition of 
millions to the taxable property of the 
city. When it is seen and realized that 
this community is determined to take no 
chances whatever, but to put itself at once 
and for all time beyond the risk of flood, 
real estate here will become as desirable 
and be as eagerly sought as that of San 
Francisco. 
This is why the proposed 
works ought to be indorsed and urged 
forward, and the consideration appears to 
us conclusive. 
Whatever else is done, however, the 
quicksands ought to be taken care of. It 
will not do to say, as some have, that be­ 
cause they have never yet done any harm, 
therefore they can he safely ignored. 
There are too many millions at stake for 
ns to risk anything by negligence, and 


even further east,*aud perhaps we coaid. 
But it is at least evident that in the ab­ 
sence of an existing market we should 
have to go into this undertaking in a haz­ 
ardously speculative way, and that there 
would be the danger of a failure to find a 
market at all, in which event the econom­ 
ical aspect of the system would be entirely 
changed. 
It may bo that we are in 
this business, to some extent, the vic­ 
tims of our tardy civilization. But we 
have to deal with existing circumstances, 
and we cannot reasonably expect that 
the farmers of California will at once take 
to using fertilizers simply because Sacra­ 
mento has a large supply to dispose of. A 
time may come when it will be practicable 
to adopt Capt. Liernur’s system of drain­ 
age, and if that time does come the 
R eco rd-U n io x will heartily support the 
enterprise. Just now however wo are 
called upon to consider the possibilities of 
the actual situation, and they eeem to con­ 
fine us to a choice between a drainage canal 
which does not and never can drain, and a 
system of pumping which promises to give 
an effective disposition of our sewerage. 
As the case stands we cannot doubt that 
the part of wisdom is to go on and adopt 
the pumping scheme, as decidedly the best 
that offers, and the most practical. 


this danger is far too serious to be played 
with. It was one of these quicksands 
which caused the alarm of last winter, and 
that alone, groundless as it proved, was 
undoubtedly mischievous in its conse­ 
quences, since it unsettled men’s minds. 
There is here no question of spending 
§100,000. 
Very probably one-tenth of 
that amount would do the work. But no 
matter what it costs, it ought to be done, 
and it will be impossible to feel perfectly 
secure, even with all the improvements pro­ 
posed, until it is done. There is no need 
for cobblestones on the face of the levees. 
A good sod of Bermuda grass will make 
them firm enough for anything. 
But 
the quicksands demand prompt treatment, 
and the Trustees should take action in 
regard to them at once. 


DRAINAGE. 
A correspondent suggests that Captain 
Liernur's pneumatic system of drainago is 
the one which ought to be applied to this 
city. We have never had any donbt that 
this system was in ail respects as applicable 
to Sacramento as to Amsterdam, so far as 
the removal of the sewage is concerned. 
There is, however, a consideration which 
must be taken into account, and that is 
the economical value of the system. 
Captain Liernur at Amsterdam has con­ 
verted the sewage into a fertilizer which 
under the name of poiulrtUc finds a ready 
sale in the European markets at about §10 
per ton. He relies on the sale of this pro­ 
duct of the sewage for the reduction of the 
cost of introducing and maintaining his 
system. I»ut if it should be found after 
i:Í3 system had been established that there 
was no market for the poudretU, it is clear 
that the question of cost would be alto­ 
gether changed. Now while we are con­ 
vinced thatjtoudreUe is a powerful fertilizer, 
and while we believe that it could be ad­ 
vantageously employed on many kinds of 
soil in this Sute, it is necessary to point 
out that hitherto California farmers have 
shown no disposition to use fertilizers of 
any description, and that in fact manures 
have only been employed at all for market- 
girdenr, and that on a very small scale. 
It may be urged that wc could send the 
pwdrtUt oat of the State, to Nevada, or 


THE COLUMN BREAKISG. 
Yesterday a significant episode occurred 
in the balloting at Albany. Rnssell, hith­ 
erto one of Conkling’s supporters, with­ 
drew his vote from the late Senator, and 
gave it to Cornell, at the same time stat­ 
ing that he had been among his constitu­ 
ents, and had ascertained that nine-tentli3 
of them were emphatically opposed to the 
re-election of the Senators who resigned, 
lie said that he owed a duty to his con­ 
stituents which was superior to any obli­ 
gations of friendship to Mr. Conkllng, and 
therefore he must decline to support the 
latter any longer. 
This is a very sugges­ 
tive incident, and it cannot be doubted 
that if every member of the New York 
Legislature whose constituents think as 
Mr. Russell’s do, were to follow his exam­ 
ple, the “ column ” would melt away until 
it became imperceptible to the naked eye.

TERING.

He knows that he must con­ 
tinue to live in this state of abject fear so 
long as he refuses to make any concessions 
to the revolutionary element, yet he pre­ 
fers this hideous existence to compromise 
in any shape. He is in fact a self-immo­ 
lated victim to the autocratic principle. 
He cannot trust anyone. He dare not 
emerge from his fortress prison without a 
huge escort. He expect! every day to be 
poisoned or blown up. And yet he faces 
the prospect of an interminable continua­ 
tion of this kind of existence, though he is 
literally being fr'ghtencd to death. Ap­ 
parently if the Nihilists only keep up their 
present threatening attitude a few months 
longer there may be another imperial 
funeral, and that without a previous assas­ 
sination . 
ANOTHER SIR AW. 
Since the resignation of Mr. Conkling 
his friends have been asserting that when 
Ohio came to express her opinion upon 
ths quarrel between the President and the 
New York ex-Senator, the latter would lie 
sustained overwhelmingly. Yesterday the 
Ohio Republican State Convention met and 
re-nominated Governor Foster by acclama­ 
tion. Tnis of course is the very strongest 
proof that could be given that the Repub­ 
licans of Ohio stand by the President, and 
condemn the course of Mr. Conkling. 
When Ohio comes to vote the friends of 
the latter gentleman will no doubt be 
nude to realize that however large he may 
have loomed in their eyes heretofore, the 
destinies of the Republican party are not 
bound up in him, and that it does not 
think it absolutely necessary to sneeze 
when he takes snuff.

Xewhall is looming up as a prospective 
railroad center. 
Tombstone, A. T., is to have a theater 
and a mining exchange. 
It has been 110’ in the shade at Tucson, 
A. T., aud not a case of sunstroke. 
The army worm has made its appearance 
in "Trinity Valley, anil w ill probably do 
great damage to crops. 
A San Bernardino man has contracted to 
bud 50,000 peach trees and 8,000 oraugo 
trees this year in that region. 
The Adin School District, Big Valley, 
Modoc county, lias voted to issuo §3,000 
in bonds, for completing a new school 
house. 
The whole number of school children iu 
Truckee is 274 ; number under five years 
of age 12S; number attending public 
schools 1S8; 7 attend private schools, aud 
00 do not attend any school. 
The Laguna, at the head of the Temescal 
Valley, located about 20 miles south of 
Riverside, is now some 59 feet lower than 
it was years ngo when it discharged its 
surplus waters into the Santa Ana river. 
The Modoc Independent says that the 
crickets are taking the Pit River Valley, 
and that an immense drove of these pests 
is approaching Alturas. It is said there 
are enough of them to cover ten square 
miles of ground to the depth of six inches. 
An Arizona miner says : To keep your 
drinking water cool, take any ordinary 
canvas sack (we use au ore sack) and sus­ 
pend it where a draught will strike it. 
Fill it up with water after it has been 
soaked a bit. In a day or two it will leak 
no more than an olla, and I will guarantee 
to a deseiccative community you will have 
cooler water by ten degrees than by the 
old earthen jar. 
Lately, near Tombstone, A. T., work­ 
men digging a well reacied a depth of 41 
feet and encountered what looked like a 
wall of burnt brick. Cutting through 
this, which was Beveral feet in thickness, 
they struck a large flow of water, aud hid 
barely time to get out of the well. At 
present the well has a depth of 12 feet of 
water. As to whether the water comes 
from one of nature’s storehouses, or from 
a covered reservoir built by the Toltecs or 
Aztecs, and covered by an eruptive flow 
trom the neighboring I Iragoons, is not yet 
known. 
There is a leathery old Chinaman who 
walks about the streets of Carson, says the 
Appeal, for whom tho age of 100 is claimed 
by iiis countrymen. One who takes a cas­ 
ual glance at the old skeleton would not 
fix his age at less than 200. His joints 
creak with every motion of his body, and 
seem to need oiling. His old rags serve 
the purpose of keeping his body together 
rather than for a covering. He ought 
never to be cold, having hardly any flesh 
to feel the inconvenience arising from a 
lack of heat. His hair is composed of a 
few scanty tufts which are located just be­ 
hind the ears, and would be snow white if 
washed out. He denies having dandled 
any of General Washington's wet nurses 
on his knee, which indicates that he has 
not as yet been Americanized.

CALIFORNIA. 
Railroad Commissioners-K ales Adopt­ 
ed—Complaints Heard. 
S an F rancisco, June 8th.—The following 
rules have been adopted by th9 Railroad Com­ 
missioners for the government of the Board : 
The Rxilroad Commissioners of the State of Cali­ 
fornia hereby adopt the following rules to govern 
the exercise of the judicial power conferred upon 
the Commissioners by the State Constitution and 
the law s made m pursuance thereof: 
Rule 2. Any person feeling himself aggrieved by 
Any railroad cr other trv.sportation company, iu 
any particular, may file his complaint ag inst such 
railroad or transportation company with the Secre­ 
tary of tho Commissioners. The Secretary must in­ 
dorse on the complaint the day, mouth and year 
that it is filed, and must at the request of the per­ 
son filing the same issue a summons thereon. The 
summons must be directed to the defendant, must 
he signed by the Secretary and attested by the seal 
ot the Commissioners, and must contain : 1. The 
name of the ¡parties to the proceeding. 2. A at ate­ 
rí ent of the nature of the complaint. 3. A direc­ 
tion that the defendant appear aud answer it within 
thirty days after service thereon. 
Rule 3. The summons may be servo 1 by the 
Bailiff of tho Commissioners, or by any citizen of 
the State, and shall be served by delivering a copy 
thereof, together with a copy of tho complaint, to 
the defendant, or if the defendant is a corporation, 
to the President, Secretary, Treasurer cr Managing 
Agent thereof. Proof of service ot the summons 
and complaint must be as follows: 1. If made by 
the Bailiff, his certificate thereof. 2. If by any 
other person, his affidavit thereof. 
Rule 4. From the time of the service of Hie sum­ 
mons and copy of complaint, the Commissioners 
shall be deemed to have acquired jurisdiction of the 
parties and subject-matter. The voluntary appear­ 
ance of the defendant is equivalent to peisunai 
Bervicc. 
Rule 5. The complaint must contain : 1. The name 
of the parties to the proceeding 2. A statement of 
the cause of complaint, in ordinary and concise lau 
guage, giving such particulars of time, piece and 
circumstances as may enable the defendant to an­ 
swer the same intelligently. 3. A demand of the 
relief claimed. 
Rule 0. The complainant may unite several causes 
of complaint in the same complaint, but the causes 
so united must be separately stated. 
Rule 7. The defendant may, within the time re­ 
quired in the summons to answer, object to the 
c miplamt upon the following grounds : 1. That it 
dues not state facts sufficient to authorize the pro­ 
ceedings. 2. That it contains more than one cause 
of action, and that such causes are not separately 
stated. 3. That it is ambiguous, uncertain and un­ 
intelligible. 
Rule 8. If the objection is sustained the c mplain- 
ant may within ten days thereafter amend his com­ 
plaint. If the objection is overruled the defendant 
may within tea days thereafter answ er the com­ 
plaint. 
Rule 9. The answer of the defendant may contain: 
1. A general or specific denial of the alli gationsof 
the complaint controverted by him. 2. A state- 
m.-nt of any new matter of defense, or in mitigition 
or explanation of the charges made in he complaint. 
Rule 10. The complainant may within thirty dayB 
after the service of the answer object to the same 
as insufficient, and if the objection is sustained the 
defendant within ten days thereafter amend his 
answer. 
Rule 11. Tho complaint, answ.r and demurrer 
must be subscribed by the party cr by some attor­ 
ney at law in his behalf. If the complaint is veri­ 
fied, tho answer must be verified iu the same man­ 
ner by the persons and in the form required by the 
Code of Civil Procedure in civil cases. 
Rule 12. The provisions of Sections 452, 453, 462, 
463, 464, 4C5, 409, 470, 471. 472. 473. 475 and 478 of 
tie Code of Civil l’roc dure shall be applicable to 
pleadings before th fe Commissioners. 
Rule 13. If the defendant fails to appear and an­ 
swer the complaiu’,, the Con miseioners shill render 
such decision thereon within the relief demanded in 
the complaint as the facts may warrant. 
Rule 11. Tiie Secretary of theC’ommiscionc-s must 
keep a calendar of the proceedings at issue, aeucrd- 
ing to the date of service of the summons, and Sec­ 
tions 591, 595 and 596 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
shall be app ¡cable to the proceedings to be had 
after sai l proceedings arc entered on the calendar. 
Rule 15. Sections «31, 032, 634 and 035 of the C.nie 
of Civil Procedure shall he applicable to trials by 
the Commissioners. 
Rulo 10. Any party to such proceedings, feeling 
aggrieved at the dccisiou of the Commissioners, 
may, within sixty i ays after such decision, apply 
to the Commissioners for a rehearing. Such appli­ 
cation shall be iu writing, and shall be filed with 
the Secretary. The application may be made upon 
any or ail of the following grounds : 1. Irregularity 
in the proceedings, or abuse < f discretion, by which 
the party was prevented f. om having a fair hearing. 
2. Accident or surprise, which ordinary prudence 
could not have guarded against. 3. Newly-discov­ 
ered evidence mat -rial for the party making the ap­ 
plication, which could not with reasonab e diligence 
have been discovered and produced at the trial. 
4. 
Insufficiency of evidence to justify tfie decision, or 
that it is against law. 5 Error of law occurring on 
the trial. Sections 058, 059 and 6C0 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure shall be ap licable to such rehear­ 
ing*.Rule 17. Sections 6C8, 0119 • nd 070 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure shall be applicable to the entry of 
the delicious of these CommLsiuncrs. 
Rule 13. The provision* of Part IV. of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to the general principles, 
kinds and degrees, production and effect of evi­ 
dence, aud of thu rights and duties of witnesses, 
shall be applicable to proceedi: gs before these Com - 
misaioners. 
Rule 19. The word “ person ” in these rules in­ 
cludes corporations end firms—the singular, tlie 
plural, and the masculine, the feminine and neuter 
genders. 
Rule 20. These rules may be amended at any 
regular meeting of the Commissioners, and amend­ 
ments so made shall go into effect sixty days there­ 
after. 
Rule 21. These rules shall be in force from and 
after the 1st d*y of July, 1831.

The Board to day received complaints from 
shippers at Guerneville, on the line of the 
San Francisco and North Pacific Railroad. 
Complaint was made of insufficient side­ 
tracks, au insufficient number of flat cars, 
and it waR claimed that rates should be re­ 
duced fully 25 per cent. A freight agency 
should be established at Gurneville, it was 
thought. 
11. Murphy, a shipper of lumber, said that 
the main point was the reduction of rates. 
He said that the railroad had suddenly raised 
the rate iu kis case higher than it had been 
for the preceeding five years, soon after he 
had made a long contract. Mr. Mnrpby also 
said that the captains of schooners also ex- 
peiier cjd great annoyance and delay at Don- 
oliua by reason of the railroad. As for the 
charges he thought them exorbitant. 
The 
road carried wood in some form almost ex­ 
clusively. There is little passenger travel. 
The passenger rate is so high that people will 
not pay it, as it is cheeper to drive a horse 
over the distance covered, if one has a horse, 
or to walk, if ono has no horse. Mr. Mur­ 
phy thought that higli rates kept down trade, 
and be held that as rates are now no lumber 
can be shipped out of the county on a profit. 
The lumber trade is now at a standstill, but 
with a change of policy and tariff on the 
part of the railroad company, he had no 
doubt that the shipment woutd exceed a 
million feet, where comparatively little is 
now shipped. Providing rates were fair and 
reasonable, he had nothing to ssy against 
discrimination in freight. 
A letter from Superintendent Whiting was 
read, in which it was shown that the road had 
side tracks sufficient for the accommodation 
of 290 cars. As to lack of dockage at Dono­ 
hue, there were 1.291 feet of track there, 
which would allow eighteen schooners to 
load at the same time. With regard to cars, 
there are 100 cars especially devoted to the 
transportation of wood. This gives twenty- 
five per day, and allows four days to unload. 
If rates were reduced, it could not be seen 
that th~re would result any benefit to ship­ 
pers. The price in Ban Francisco would not 
be affected. 
_ 
Peter Donohue said that the lumber shipped 
last year did not average eight cars jier day. 
With regard to Donohue Landing, he had 
seen sixty-four cars waiting there, ami not a 
schooner, to take their load. Mr. Doi.ohue 
said that there had been connidersble trouble 
between Mr. Murphy and himself, and that 
he thrught Mr. Murphy was actuated, in n 
great measure, by malice. This, however, 
was denied by Mr. Murphy. 
The Gray Harder Trlnt. 
Redwood C itt, June 8th.—In the Gray 
murder trial today nothing important wis 
elicited from the witnesses for ths defense, 
they testifying generally as in the former 
trisL Henry Jenkins told the same story as 
before, except that he was greatly confused 
durirg the cross-examination by Jones. His 
evidence conflicted regarding the position in 
which he stood at the time of the shooting. 
He now claims that he was on the sidewalk, 
and did nut see Gl-mcev open the door; did 
not see the Oath of the pistol ; does not lo­ 
cate Gray as before; took a drink with Gray 
just before the shooting. Jenkins w»3 the 
most prominent witness ior the defense in the 
former trial. 
THE DEFENDANT OS THE STAND. 
Redw ood C m , Jone 8th.—Claretes Gray 
was placed on the wltucss stand inheiwn 
defense. He gave a mnch weaker statement 
than in the former trial. The theory of acci­ 
dental shooting was act presented learly as 


effectively. Witness shed no tears and as­ 
sumed a bullying rather than a sorrowful 
manner. He was bitter in his denunciations 
of Stearns, Tebbetts and others, contradicted 
Winchester flatly, laid great stress upon his 
intention to cowhide Stearns and his prepara­ 
tions to shoot him if he resisted. While his 
testimony was substantially as in the fcriner 
trial, the manner of giving it was materially 
different. Self-defense seemed to be his great 
reliance. The cross-examination will com­ 
mence to-morrow morning, and all the evi­ 
dence will close probably before noon. _ There 
has been a great revulsion of feeling in this 
city against Gray since the beginning of the 
trial. The prosecution has been much 
stronger and the defense weaker than at 
Santa Barbara.

ARIZONA. 
A n Im p o rtan t D iscovery—Serious Q uarrel 
Tucson, June 8th.—A special to the Star 
from Tombstone gives the particulars of an 
important discovery in southwest New Mex­ 
ico. Sometime since J. C. Truman, A. Croes 
and J. G. Parke organized a party to pros­ 
pect the Guadalupe mountains, and while iu 
the foothills of that range, eight miles from 
the Arizona line, coal was discovered in large 
quantities.

G rand Lodge, I. D. O. P.—New Laws—The

E ureka, June 8th.—At the session of the 
Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F., to-day, the special 
Committee on Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges presented a new constitution for their 
government, which was read and adopted 
seriatim. Among the important laws was 
one defining that weekly benefits shall not 
exceed one-half the amount of annual dues, 
Members are prohibited the use of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors to such au extent as to neglect 
their business or family, under penalty of ex­ 
pulsion. A member holding membership for 
a period of twenty-five years iu a Lodge may 
apply to another for membership before tak­ 
ing a withdrawal card. The terms of subor­ 
dinate Lodges are reduced from one year to 
bíx months.

A conference on the “ Four Pillars of 
Civilization ” was held by the Sacramento 
Educational Institute at the Metropolitan 
Theater last evening. The addresses were 
listened to by a very large and intelligent 
audience. 
Felix Tracy, Pre-ident of tho 
Institute, presided, and the First Artillery 
band furnished music for the occasion. The 
stage was neatly decorated with flags and 
floral collections. The addresses were by 
Rev. I. E. Dwinell, D. D., on “ The Rela­ 
tion of Religion to Civilization ; ” by Sena­ 
tor 
Grove 
L. Johnson, 
on 
“ Govern­ 
ment and L aw ; ” 
by Senator W . A. 
Cheney, 
on 
the 
place 
cf 
“ Labor in 
Civilization,” 
and by Superintendent of 
Public 
Instruction 
F. 
M. 
Campbell, 
on “ Education.” 
All the addresses were 
received with profound attention, and evi­ 
dently by earnest and thoughtful minds. 
Applause greeted each speaker on being in­ 
troduced, and at the conclusion of his essay, 
while some of them drew applause interme­ 
diate with their addresses. The essays were 
each limited to thirty minutes in delivery, 
and being on subjects of Buch breadth and 
depth, were, of necessity, compact, concise 
and confined largely to logical propositions, 
little opportunity being, given for enlarge­ 
ment in the way of illustration or elaboration 
of argument. 
Nevertheless the conference 
partook somewhat of the nature of a debate, 
not as between antagonists, but as between 
four claims to piominence in the schemes of 
civilization, 
a 
Dr. Dwinell treated of religion (afterglanc­ 
ing at it historically), as an influence in 
civilization as promoting the natural equality 
of men, their rights before the law and God, 
and as an incentive to education. 
He held 
it to be ia all ages and lands a leading 
principle in shaping, not only the public 
thought, but the structural texture and on­ 
goings of society. 
_ _ 
Mr. Johnson treated of labor in its unedu­ 
cated form, influenced by religion, but per­ 
fected by education, the three making up gov­ 
ernment, and the decrees of which are known 
as law. He pointed to the growth of govern­ 
ment as manifest in the needs of men in 
various relations, and also to the necessity for 
firm and good governments. 
Mr. Cheney treated of labor as in its high­ 
est development in this age, and placed it in 
the foremost rank in all true schemes of civ­ 
ilization. It had remained for the horny- 
handed Puritan workers, with their religion 
in one hand and tbeir faith in their ability to 
govern their band in the other, to land on 
America’s shores and lay the foundations of 
a nation which moves on to the highest civili­ 
zation. 
Mr. Campbell spoke of education as the 
true liberty. 
Education is not merely 
to 
refine 
and 
polish, 
but 
to 
make 
men in the truest sense, 
to set them 
free, not from the physical restraints of 
others, but from the impediments that come 
from within. There is, he thought, but one 
free man on the planet, and he Í3 the intelli­ 
gent, self-controlled man, and to make such 
ia the office of educational systems. 
These mere texts will serve to indicate to 
some slight extent the current of thought 
pursued by each speaker, and should increase 
the desire to read the full essays, which will 
appear at length in this journal on the 11th 
instant.

THE SEWAGE PUMPING QUESTION. 


In the discussion upon the proposed plan 
of pumping the city sewage and drainage, it 
has been stated that there is a State law 
which prohibits pumping the sewage into tbe 
river and thereby polluting the stream below, 
and that hence the plan could not be carried 
into effect if adopted. 
The law referred to is Section 3 7 0 of the 
Penal Code, and as it reads since amended in 
March, 1876, is as follows: 
“ Every person who puts the carcass of 
aDy dead animal, or tbe offal from any 
slaughter-pen, corral or butcher-shop into 
any river, creek, pond, reservoir, stream, 
street, alley, public highway, or road in com­ 
mon use, or who attempts to destroy the 
same by fire within one-fourth of a mile of 
any city, towD, or village ; and every person 
who puts th» carcass of any dead animal, or 
any offal of any kiud, in or upon the borders 
of aDy stream, pouJ, lake or reservoir from 
which water is drawn for the supply of the 
inhabitants of any city, city and county, or 
any town in this State, so that the drainage 
from such carcass or offal may be taken up, 
by

reservoir,

who 
allows 
the 
carcass 
of 
any 
dead 
animal, 
or 
any 
offal 
of any kind to remain in or upon the borders 
of any such stream, pond, lake or reservoir 
within the boundaries of any lands owned or 
occupied by him, or who keeps any horses, 
mules, cattle, swice, sheep, or live stock of 
any kind, penned, corraled, or housed on, 
over, or on the borders of any such stream, 
pond, lake, or reservoir, so that the waters 
thereof shall become polluted by reason 
thereof, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished as pre­ 
scribed in Section 377 of this Cede.” 
The penalty prescribed by the section re­ 
ferred to is imprisonment in the County Jail 
not exceeding ono year, or a fine nut exceed­ 
ing 81,000, or both.

is attributed to a fear that the priest might 
be conveyed by a different route from Skib- 
bereen. 
Father Murphy addressed a large multitude 
last night from tiis hall door, aod from his 
language in cautioning the people to depart 
in peace, he left p. considerable suspicion on 
.the mind of his audience. 
A rumor was prevalent that several houses 
in Schull had been wrecked, and that the 
horses and cars which were used for the ar­ 
rest of Henry O’Mahoney on Saturday had 
been thrown into the harbor of Schull. 
Last night at 10 o’clock a special train left 
Cork with a large number of troops f r Skib- 
bereen. Thence to Schull the journey will 
have to be accomplished by the wagon road, 
railway communication not beiDg further. 
The district is a wild and inaccessible one, 
and has been notorious 03 a hold of Fenian- 
ism. 
ÜIW York, June 8th,—A later telegram 
from Cork states that three miles of tele­ 
graph wires have been torn down. 
The force 
which left Cork last night in two special 
trains consists of 200 men of the ldifle Bri­ 
gade, 30 dragoons, Army Service Corps men, 
ambulance wagons, and twelve baggage wag­ 
ons, with no artillery. 
It is not believed that the priest Murphy 
has been arrested, but the most sensational 
rumors are fifing about. Oae is to the effect 
that several bridges bctweea Skibbireeu and 
Schull have been destroyed. This is not au­ 
thenticated. 
Even the officials at Dublin 
Castle have not received any intelligence from 
the district since yesterday morning. The 
last telegram stated that the police barracks 
had been attacked, and assistance was ur­ 
gently asked for. Another body of troops, 
with artillery, if required, will leave Cork 
this morning for Skibbereen. 
The World's London special says : The 
number of outrages in Ireland is increasing. 
The figures stand as follows: In January, 
439 cases ; in February, 170 cases ; in March, 
140 cases ; in April, 290 cases ; in May, 327 
cases, and for the first week in June, ending 
to-night, 1)9 cases. These include attacks on 
property, attempted murders, cattle houghing 
(crippling), incendiarism and other offenses 
d rectly traceable to agrarianism. 
N ew Y ore, June 8:h.—The World"s Lon­ 
don special says: The Chief Secretary of 
Ireland is said to be alarmed at the attitude 
of the police. Large numbers are sending in 
their resignations. Hundreds of the older 
officers say that the prospect of getting their 
retiring allowance alone keeps them fr m 
leaving the force. Under the stringent !■ • 
atructionB issued by the Executive, the nun 
are almost afraid to defend their owu Uves. 
They dars not fire directly into “ the mob, 
except,” so the instructions run. “ whcu re­ 
ceiving word of command from the magistrate 
in attendance, who shall Dot give such an 
order until every other means of dispersing 
the mobs ha3 been exhausted, and unless 
the command is in most imminent danger.” 
As yet no such “ imminent danger” has 
srisen, in the opinion of the magistrates, al­ 
though over 400 sub-Constables have been 
placed "hors de combat” by wounds from 
stones and sticks, and eleven have been killed 
outright, or have succumbed to wounds re­ 
ceived at the hands of rioters. Every fourth 
man in the force has suffered more or less 
from stone cuts and bruises not counted as 
wounds. 
The Leaguers employ “ watchers ” when­ 
ever a collision occurs, who stand aloof from 
the scrimmage and watch the mnvemonts of 
the Constabulary, so as to be ready, in case a 
rioter should be killed, to make out a ease 
against them before the Coroner’s jury. Any 
policeman who makes himself conspicuous in 
a mob is henceforth a marked man. If the 
disturbances continue, one of two things is 
certain—the police will either resign by the 
hundred, or will break loose and wreak a ter­ 
rible vengeance on the mobs. 
L ondon, June Sth.—Lord Carnavon (Con­ 
servative). formerly 
Colonial 
Secretary, 
speaking at Burton yesterday, strongly con­ 
demned the policy of the Government, who, 
he said, were responsible for the civil war in 
Ireland. They would find the question not 
to be land merely, but every cla-s of property 
wruld bo menaced. He did not think Eng­ 
lishmen would long be hoodwinked by the 
reckless rhetoric of demagogues or plausible 
nostrums of political quacks. 
Joseph Chamberlain, President of the 
Board of Trade, «peaking at Birmingham, 
said it is perfectly evident that the cause of 
the disasters in Ireland are more deep seated 
than supposed, and ara not to be found in the 
action of this or any previous Government, 
hut in the condition of the people themselves. 
Force, he said, was no remedy, but a certain 
amount of force is necessary to uphold the 
law. 
A special train, with troops from Cork, 
arrived at Skibbereen, County Cork, this 
moruiug. An obstruction had been placed on 
the track to wreck the train, but was dis­ 
covered iu time to prevent a disaster. 
D ublin, June 8th.—A- party of fifty ma­ 
rines, rent from P antry to Bally, was met at 
the latter place by a mob of souie thousand-. 
After much stone-throwing and some bay­ 
onet charges the mariues were compelled to 
retreat to Bally, under the protection cf a 
priest. 
Two were severely injured. 
A t Skibbereen tl e hrauch bank of Mun­ 
ster was wrecked by a mob. 
A process-server las been so severely 
beaten at Dromoro, County Sligo, that he is 
dying. 
Increase la Im parls and Exports. 
London, J une 8th.—The British Board of 
Trade returns for the mouth show an increase 
of £2,368,828 in imports compared with the 
same month of la-t year, and an increase of 
£‘189.772 in export». 
Econom ical Movement—Census of J e w s. 
St. P etersburg, June 8th.—It is under­ 
stood that one of the first reforms to be intro­ 
duced hy General Vanowski, the newly- 
appointed Minister of War, will be a reduc 
tion in the number of Generals of the Coe- 
rack- hy six, involving a yearly saving of 
189,000 roubles. 
Intelligence from Krieff states that a cen­ 
sus of the Jews ha» been tiken there, with a 
view of expelling those not entitled to resile 
in town.

Roms, Juno 8 .h —Father Carci, now 80 
years of age, who, in 1877, was expelled from 
the Order of Jesuits for recommending a 
modus viven li betweeu Italy and tha Pa­ 
pacy, hat published a work entitled, “ Tee 
New Italy and the Old Z??.lots."
